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INTRODUCTION. 


In  compiling  this  little  book  there  has  been  no  attempt 
to  write  a  history  of  the  Jones  family.  The  work  simply 
records  the  marriages  and  births  which  make  np  the 
records  of  its  members,  and  establish  the  relationships  of 
each  branch.  The  genealogical  tables  show  at  a  glance 
the  different  generations. 

It  seemed  relevant  to  add  to  the  pamphlet  a  biographical 
sketch  of  John  Mason,  as  his  sister  and  three  of  his 
daughters  married  into  the  Jones  family.  Their  descend- 
ants would  naturally  be  interested  in  a  nutice  of  the 
ancestor  who  occupied  such  a  prominent  position  in  the 
financial  world  of  New  York  nearly  a  century  ago.

Isaac  Quaiitiuii  and  liis  tlirce  daugliters,  Judilli,  Suyan 
and  Jane,  wore  l)i)iii  in  Fiance,  and,  being  l^iote.stant.s, 
wei-e  coin])el]ed  to  leave  tlieii-  conntiy  ])y  the  peivsecntion 
of  tlie  Piotestants  which  iollowcd  the  Revocation  of  th(i 
Edict  of  Nantes.

She  was  a  native 
of  St.  Kitts  and  a  daughter  of  Jolni  and  Jane  Cooper,  of 
that  Islajid,  and  was  hoin  on  the  'J5th  of  Novend)er,  174S.

John  Mason  was  born  August  18th,  1774,  at  Taunton, 
Mass.  His  oldei-  brotlitn'  Geoige,  who  was  born  at  Swan- 
sea, R.  L,  December  3d,  1772,  and  who  died  unmarried, 
was  one  of  the  "Indians"  who  boarded  tlu^  tea  ships  in 
ti'iiode  Island  and  destroyed  their  t-argoes.  He  was  later 
captui'ed  by  the  English  and  sjient  many  years  in  an 
English  piison. 

John  Mason's  mother,  Maiy  Pitt,  mai'ried  (1st) Walker 

(,2d)Jam(.'S  Mason 
(3d)AbnerThayer 

The  issue  of  hei-  first  marriage  was  James  Walker,  who 
became  a  successful  cloth  inerchant  in  New  York  City.  "^It 
was  to  this  half  brothei',  James  Walke^r,  that  John  Mason 
went  u[)on  his  reaching  New  Yoik,  he  having  left  New 
England  because  of  friction  with  his  stepl'ather,  Abner 
'i'bayei-.  Upon  tin;  dc^ath  of  Janu^s  Walker  his  estate  was 
sold  at  public  auction,  and  John  Mason  mad(i  his  fust 
business  venture  by  buying  cloth  sold  by  the  estate.  His 
lU'Xt  venture,  a  very  su(;cessful  oiu;,  was  expoiting  goods 
io  China  and  India  and  getting  East(a'n  goods  in  return.

If  credit  is  due  to  any  one  man  niort^  tiian  another  for 
laying  tlie  foundation  of  the  Cheniieal  Bank  so  tinnly  that 
its  linancial  stahiUty  lias  not  been  shaken  from  the  date;  t/f 
its  inc.orpoi-ation  to  the-  i)ri'sent  time,  tliat  honor  l)elon[;s 
unciuestionahly  to  Ji.lm  ^Nhison.  Although  not  the  first 
l^resident,  he  was  among  tlie  oi-ganizeis  of  tiie  liaidv  and 
his  hand  virtually  eontr(»Ut^d  its  destinies  as  Director  and 
l^resi.leut  n)i  lo  tlie  time  of  his  deatli,  September  li'.),  l8;V.i. 

Joini  Ma^on  was  a  prounnent  ligin-e  in  tlie  comni(n\  ial 
rentre  of  N.-w  Yoi'k  (hu'ing  the  early  i)art  of  Ibe  last  cen- 
tury, lb-  wa^  a  typical,  self-made  man  of  th<;  old  sclu.ol, 
and  by  Ins  own  efforts  he  l)uilt  n\)  a  fortune  which  was 
considered  magnihcent  m  tliose  (hiys.  The  word  failuie 
never  stamped  any  of  his  enterpris(!S,  and  while  his  name 
was  sought  as  a  director  and  stoekhold.;r  in  vai'ious  activi- 
ties, h.'^'contined  his  interests  to  a  few  well  managed 
concerns.  lie  was  essentially  a  m;ui  of  bushiess.  No 
merchant  in  the  city  possessed  u  shi-ewder  insight  into 
tinancial  mattia-s  or  was  credited  with  more  corn^ct  judg- 
in.'ut.  He  believed  in  making  money  by  the  old-fashioned 
conservative  methods,  slowly,  bout'stly,  and  wiieji  made, 
encouraged  ikj  lavisli  exhibition  of  its  disi)lay. 

Financial  power,  however,  never  sullied  his  innate 
modesty  and  kindly  disposition,  and  after  his  death  many 
in  the  lowlier  walks  of  life  rose  up  to  add  their  tribute  to 
his  memory,  for  sympathy  and  help  given  in  times  of  need. 
Althongh  a  conservative,  there  is  one  marked  event  in  his 
life;  which  shows  that  lu'  was  keenly  alive;  to  the  })rogress- 
ivt;  si)ii-it  of  the  age.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
New  York  and  Harlem  Uailroad,  and  its  President  when 
the  first  shoit  line  of  traik  was  completed  on  the  Bowery 
in  1S;'.2.  Tlie  car  which  carried  the  Mayor  and  other 
oiticials  when  they  formally  opened  a  new  era()f  rai)id 
transit  for  New  York  was  named  "  John  Mason."

John  iMasou's  name  first  ai)i)ears  in  the  Now  York 
Directory  for  the  year  ITIm;  when  the  firm  of  Mason  & 
Sharji  is  mentioned  as  "  diy  ^imhI  store.  M)  Williams 
Street,  cor.,  JMaiden  Lane."  The  following  yeai'  John 
i\lasoirs  name  appears  alone  as  "merchant.  l'Hs  Broad- 
way." In  IT'.iS  he  moved  to  S4  William  Street,  remain- 
imc  there  nntil  isdo,  wheji  he  returned  to  his  former 
loeality  at  so  William  Stivet.  lie  stayed  there  nntil  1804. 
when  the  fii-m  of  Mason  c^:  Sniedf^s  was  formed  at  17^- 
1 'earl  Street.  The  partnei'  was  Ahraham  K.  Smedes,  hut 
in  I  SOD  the  latter's  name  ceases  to  appear,  and  in  181(>  the 
Hrm  is  John  Mason  (S:  Co.,  still  at  the  .same  {)lace. 

John  Mason,  at  this  time,  had  risen  to  he  one  of  tlie 
acknowledged  leaders  of  those  worthies  now  reverently 
referred  to  as  "  the  old  New  York  juerchants."  In  1811, 
the  iirst  mention  is  made  in  tlie  directory  of  his  residence 
at  a:57  Broadway  between  Worth,  then  Anthony,  and 
Leonard  Streets.  This  was  one;  of  the  fashionahle  residen- 
tial localities,  and  for  his  neighhoi-s  Mr.  Mason  had  several 
of  the  wealthiest  merchants  in  the  city.  Ne.xt  door,  at 
No.  331),  lived  B.  C.  Minturn,  of  the  hig  shipping  firm, 
(irinnell,  Minturn  &  Co.,  and  later  the  same  house  was 
(ucupied  hy  J»»hn  tJ.  Warren,  a  leading  AVall  Street  broke)-. 
Ju>t  below,  at  335,  lived  Myjidert  \'an  Schaick,  of  the 
old  John  Horn-  &  S(jns'  firm.  Otheis  in  the  block  wert; 
Thomas  Slagg,  Jr.,  John  M.  llowhuid,  llobert  Trouj), 
James  Ileai'd,  William  Denning  and  Jacob  Le  Hoy. 

The  War  of  l8lti  occasioned  severe  losses  to  many 
merchants,  but  they  aided  the  CJovermnont  liberally.  It 
was  dilticnlt  to  get  money.  :iiid  it  appears  strange;  to-day 
to  lead  that  the  United  States  Government  had  a  haid 
time  in  securing  a  $lti,0(M),()00  loan  authoiized  by  Congress 
early  in  LSI 3.  When,  after  considerable  delay,  it  was 
learned  that  less  than  ^Looo.oOd  had  Ihm'u  snbscribed  for, 
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the  merchants  of  the  rity  got  together,  as  they  have  on  m. 
many  occasions  when  Hnaru'ial  aid  has  heen  needed  either 
ill  (,r  out  of  the  country,  and  in  a  sliort  time  the  whole 
amonnt  was  taken  np.  John  ^hisoii  was  one  of  the  active 
workers  in  this  patriotic  endeavor,  and  his  iiaoK,'  is  on  the 
hst  for  S5J.HI",  while  Isaac  Jones,  his  soii-iii  law,  and  the 
successor  of  Mr.  Nhison  as  tlie  L'liemical  Bank  President, 
took  .sl,()oo. 

Up  U)  l^l'•>  there  was  no  savings  hank  in  tlu^  city  of 
New  York.  The  lirst  merting  for  the  estal)hshni.'nt  of 
such  a  n.'cessary  institution  was  held  late  in  IMG  hv  a 
mimher  of  otlicers  of  tlie  Society  for  the  L^revention  of 
J>au|)erism.  John  Tintaid,  Thomas  Eddy  and  John 
Murray,  Jr.,  were  among  its  most  earnest  advocates,  hut 
for  some  tim<;  they  had  to  encounter  ohjeetions,  hoth  in 
and  ont  of  the  hegislatnre.  lu  ISI'J,  however,  su<'ce-^s 
crowned  their  efforts,  and  on  July  3d  of  that  year,  Satur- 
day evening,  at  0  o'ch)ck,  the  hank  opened  its  doors,  occu- 
pying a  modest  little  r n  in  the  hasement  of  the  New- 
York  Institution,  then  standing  in  the  rear  of  the  City 
Hall,  fronting  on  Chand.ers  Street.  The  sum  of  ^i\n'T 
was 'deposited  that  evening,  s;',no  heing  th<^  largest  indi- 
vidual deposit,  and  sii  the  smallest.  John  Mason  was  (aie 
of  the  original  trustees  of  the  Hank,  and  he  was  present  on 
\\n'.  opening  night. 

John  Mason's  enthusiasm  and  active  participation  in 
the  affairs  Of  tiie  New  York  and  Ihirlem  Railroad,  mark 
him'  as  one  of  the  pioneers  in  New  Yoik  rapid  transit. 
TheComi)any  was  incoi  iM)rated  on  April  L'5,  l^;'d,  with  a 
capital  of  $350,000,  soon  increased  to  i^5(io,o(io.  Camphell 
P.  White  was  the  liist  President,  and  John  Mason,  Treas- 
urer Mr  White,  soon  after,  was  elected  to  Congress,  and 
at  the  l)irect..rs'  meeting  in  August,  ls:;i>,  John  Ma.sun 
was   chosrn   [^resident.     J<»hii  Lo/ier    was    Vice  President. 
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A.  0.  RaiiK'taux,  Secretary,  and  among  tlie  iJirtctoi's  wci-e 
K^anuifl  Swai'tvvoiit,  Isaac  Adiiaiue,  Henry  Ogdcn,  Alex- 
ander TTosack,  Saiinu'l  15.  Iviiggli's,  Tlioinas  Addis  Emnict 
and  John  If.  Peters.  (Jn  b'ehrnary  25,  l^;'.-i,  giound  was 
broken  tor  the  railroad,  'I'he  spot  select('(|  was  a  rock} 
stction  of  Mui'ray  Hill,  in  h'onrtli  Avemie.  'J"he  rock'  had 
previously  been  boicd,  and.  with  trne  [latriotic  aidor. 
ihii'teen  blasts  were  set  oil'.  John  Ma.son  made  a  speech 
M'hich  is  said  to  haxe  been  rereived  wath  gn.'Lit  cheering, 
although  IMiilip  Hone  remarks  in  bis  diary,  "  that  Mr. 
Mason  could  make  money  better  than  he  coidd  make  a 
speech."' 

The  "  American  Railroad  Joui'nal,"  started  in  lb81.  and 
the  fust  pai)er  in  this  i:o\n)try  devoted  solely  to  railroad 
interests,  in  c(»mmenting  on  the  events  ot  the  day,  said: 

"  Thusconunences  a  single  liidv  in  that  great  chain 
of  internal  imj)iovuments  which  is  to  reach  from 
New  York  to  BulValo.  and  which,  without  fatigue 
and  at  moderate  exi)ense,  will  convey  our  citiztMis  to 
Albany  in  a  fcnv  hours." 

Meanwhile,  a  line  of  tiack  was  being  laid  ctu  the  Bow- 
ery from  Prince  to  Fourteeidh  Street,  and  on  November 
1  K  IS'.V2,  this  was  opened  for  tratiic  witli  great  eclal.  Two 
cars,  di-awn  by  horses,  made  the  tri]).  The  car  in  the  van, 
which  had  as  guests  Mayor  Waltei-  liowne  ami  other  mu- 
nicipal woithies,  bore  the  name  of  "  John  Mason."  A  con- 
tcmporaiy  account  ol  this  tir.st  lailroad  trip  in  New  York 
City  will,  doubtless,  be  intei-e.-,ting.  and  the  folUnving. 
which  describes  the  i'ars  soniiwliat  more  in  detail  than 
otluM's,  is  from  lli<'  New  ^drk  "  (  onrier  and  jn(piirer'"  of 
November  15,   Ls;>ii: 

"The  Mayoi-,  Corporation.  cS:c..  left  in  carriages  to 
the  de[)ot,  near  Union  Sipiai'e,  where  two  splendid 
(;ars,  each  with  two  hor-.e.-..  were  in  wailing.     The.si' 
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(•a^^  arc  made  low,  with  broad  ii'on  wheels,  wliich  fit 
tlie  flanges  of  the  lailroad.  aftei-  an  itnjjioved  model 
fi'om  the  Liverpool  and  Manchester  cai's.  They  ic- 
send)le  an  onmil)iis,  oi'  rather  sevei'al  omnihnses 
attached  to  each  other,  padded  with  fine  cloth,  and 
handsome  glass  w  iiulows,  each  capable  of  contain- 
ing, ontsi(l(!  and  inside,  fnll  foity  ])assengers.  The 
company  was  soon  seated,  and  the  hors(\s  trott(Ml  off 
in  handsome  st}  le,  with  gi'eat  ease,  at  tln'  rate  of 
about  twelve  miles  an  honi',  followed  by  a  nnnd>er 
of  j)i'ivate  haronches  and  hoistanen.  (iionps  of  sjx'c 
tators  greeted  th<'  passengers  of  the  cars  with  shouts, 
and  eveiy  window  in  tlu^  Bow<!ry  was  filled.  The 
distance  was  not  far  from  the  old  resid«!nc.e  farm  of 
Gov.  Stuyvesant.  Those  Avho  made  violent  objec- 
tions to  laying  down  these  tracks  and  fancied  a  thou- 
sand dangers  to  tin;  passing  travelhir  now  hxjk  at 
the  woi'k  with  pleasnre  and  snrprise." 

The  statement  is  also  mad(^that.  npon  tlie  completion 
of  the  road,  "  it  will  make  llailem  the  snlnub  of  New 
York. 

In  1842  Moses  Y.  Beach,  tin;  successfnl  publisher  of  the 
New  York  "Sun"'  during  ifh  early  years,  issued  a  little 
pam))hlet  purporting  to  give  the  wealth  and  i)edigree  of 
the  wealthy  citizeiis  of  New  Vork  City.  Only  two  names 
cr(3dited  with  fortunes  of  a  juillion  dollais  oj-  ov(!r  appeal", 
John  Jacob  Astor  and  Ivobi-rt  Lenox.  John  Mason  had 
been  dead  three  yeai's,  but  his  estate  was  still  in  the  hands 
of  bis  executoi's,  and  its  vahie  was  placed  at  ij^sou.iioo,  one 
of  the  nunnficent  fortunes  of  the  day.  AlexandiM'T.  Stew 
art  was  (juoted  as  being  woitli  an  ecpial  sum. 

Seveial  intt^'esting  letters  ajtpeaicd  in  the  New  York 
''Evening  Lost"  in  LS-'^.S,  signed  "  lvefii'(Ml  Merchant."  The 
writer,  w  ho  had  evidently  been  a  close  lii{;nd  of  Mi-.  Mason, 
adds: 
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"Ml-.  Mason  k'I't  a  vt'i-y  lai;i;o  i'stat(3.  No  man  in 
his  tiin(!  l)i'U<'r  iiiidcisiood  in vt.'stincnts.  lie  was 
uiK!  of  the  most  aMc  Itaniccis  this  city  ovcv  liad.  No 
panic  cvt'i-  alaiiiUHl  him.  Hi.s  viows  wvn'.  enlarged. 
lie  understood  that  mechanics  net-ded  money  as 
mncli  when  it  was  scarce  as  wlieii  it  was  |)lenty. 
Ol'ten  ha\c  I  known  hin»  to  discomd,  as  l^i'esident  of 
the  Chemical  Hank.  fui-  ima-cliants  in  distress  at  7 
oer  cent,  when  lie  deemed  it  almost  certain  that  lie 
wonld  he  oliliged  to  nse  hi.-,  ow  n  jirivate  securities  to 
rais(;  nuMU'y  to  snstain  the  liank. 

IJich  as  Mr.  Masuii  was,  his  heart  was  higher  than 
liis  [inrse.  'IMiere  was  no  pleasnre  to  him  greater 
than  to  have  a  respectahlt.'  me<lianic  come  to  liim  at 
a  late  honr,  who  had  hfty  men  to  |)ay,  and  knew 
not  where  to  laise  the  money,  which  was  worth, 
perhaiis,  two  per  cent.  |»ei'  month.  Mr.  Mason  de- 
liglited  to  takt!  snch  a  man  hy  the  hand,  and  would 
kintlly  say,  'My  good  man,  >()a  iiuist  have  tho 
ihe  money, '  and  gi\e  it  (o  him  at  the  legal   rat(\" 

At  the  timeof  hisdeath  Mr.  Mason  was  livingat  No.  ti4u 
Ihoadw.iy,  wlii'if  Ik;  had  moved  from  his  lower  Hroadway 
home  two  years  hefoic  lie  was  sixty-si.x:  years  of  ago, 
and  had  atti'iided  to  hisdnties  at  the  hank  up  to  a  few- 
days  preceding  his  fatal  illness.  Ihsirt  disease  was  the 
immediate  canse  of  his  death. 

'The  "  (Commercial  Adverliser,"  on  Sept.  l'S,  1S3!),  in 
iin-ntioning  his  di'atli,  sa\  s^. 

"Mr.  Mason  had  so  long  occupied  a  prominent 
station  in  the  Imsiiiess  interests  of  New  York  that 
liis  de|)arture  from  among  ns  calls  for  something 
more;  than  a  simple  aiinoinicement.  Ife  ranked 
among  onr  W(ialthiest  citi/.r'us,  having  retired  se'veral 
years  since;  from  a<'tive  [>artici[<at ion    in  commercial 


affairs,  with  a  larg()  fortuiio,  gained  l)y  his  (Avii 
industry  and  cH(;noniy,  first  in  mechanical  and  aftej- 
ward  in  niejcantih'  eniployment.  Ih'Was  ni»iigiit 
in  cliaiacter,  sinijtle  and  unostentatioua  in  denie;in(;r, 
never  forgetting  lluit  the  I'ir.hes  he  possesseil  consti 
tuted  no  niciit,  ami  that  his  titli^  to  pinisc  u  a.i  in 
the  use  he  made  of  them." 

Tlie  Mason  and  Jones  famihes  were  related  i)oth  hy  busi- 
ness and  family  ties  and  it  is  little  wonder  that  in  theearly 
years,  the  (Chenncal)  ]>ank  appears  s(»niewhat  in  the  light 
of  a  family  enter])rise.  Thrcr  of  John  Mason's  daughters 
marri<?d  mend)ers  v(  th«-  Jones  family,  Mary  and  Serenii 
l)ecoming  the  Avives  of  hrothers,  Isaac  and(ieorge  Jones  re- 
spectively, l)oth  of  whom  wt^re  direct(^rs  in  tlu;  Bank,  while 
the  former  succeeded  his  fathei'-in-law  as  I'resident.  1^' 
hecca  Mason  married  Isaac  C^jlford  Jont's,  a  cousin  of  Isaae 
and  (it!orge  Jont\s.  Ancjther  daughter,  Sarah,  became  tho 
wife  of  A.  (Jordon  llamersley,  a  largr  stoikholder,in  the 
Bank  from  its  organization.  ^O^X50i> 

Owing  to  litigation  over  tlie  will  of  John  Mason,  th(^ 
pro])erty  remained  in  the  hands  ol'  the  exf'cutors  until  185-1, 
when  the  Supi'eme  Court  oidcred  a  more  eipiitahle  division 
among  the  children  than  had  hec^n  di'signated  in  the  origi- 
nal will  By  that  ti)iie.  the  proptMty  had  increased  enor- 
mously in  valu(!  and  the  heirs  found  themselves  much  better 
olf  than  would  have  been  the  case,  had  the  estate  been 
divided  in  18;;'.».  'i'he  Mason,  Jones  and  llamersley  fami- 
lies weie  the  chief  jjarticipants  in  the  tinal  s(,>ttlement.  The 
Court  api)ointe(l  as  (Jonunissioners  in  the  ])artition  Luthei- 
Bradish,  Thomas  Atldis   Knund   and  Anthony  J.  J-Jheckej-.
